Election/Restrictions

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which are not 
so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1, 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1.499, applicant is required, in reply to this action, to elect a 
single invention to which the claims must be restricted. 

Group I, claim(s) 1-9, drawn to nucleic acids, vectors, host cells, and compositions comprising 
the same. 

Group II, claim(s) 10 and 17, drawn to polypeptides and compositions comprising the same. 

Group in, claim(s) 11-13, drawn to methods of selecting polynucleotides. 

Group IV, claim(s) 14-15, drawn to methods for amplification and hybridization. 

Group V, claim(s) 19-22, drawn to methods for selection of host cells. 

2. The inventions listed as Groups I-V do not relate to a single general inventive concept 
under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or corresponding special 
technical features for the following reasons: The products of group II are not joined by a special 
technical feature to the products of group I because one is nucleic acids made of nucleotides and 
the other is drawn to polypeptides. Further, the products of group I are not joined to the methods 
of groups III, IV, or V because the first named methods in these groups do not recite or require 
the first named product in group I. For example, claim 1 1 does not require the polynucleotide of 
claim 1, but only a small fi-agment of the polynucleotide of claim 1. 

Further Lack of Unity within Groups- Sequence Selection 

Each of the groups listed above is directed to multiple inventions that all lack unity of invention 
with one another, namely each group is drawn to or utilizes many different nucleic acid or 
polypeptide sequences. These sequences encode or are viral movement protein homologues 
isolated from various plant species. These sequences are not drawn together by a special 
technical feature over the prior art because such proteins were known in the art at the time the

invention was made, as is taught by Xoconostle-Cazaves et al (as cited in IDS). Therefore, 
applicant is required to select a SIGNLE sequence for prosecution with whichever group is 
selected.
